I laboriously went over each book and gave credit for 
all I could sell, Enclosed. 


To explain the Hashamn letter of 2/6/68, we had moved in the fall and could not then

They 
stxn have not. When there was a lapse of time and I knew you'd be coming, I sent the 
enclosed certified letter of 10/20/73 and have tSie receipt.
